Eye Witness to Drowning 


of Rosa Szabo Testifies 


In Gibson Murder Trial

Then Gibson, he said, went overboard 
from the other side of the boat, swam 
to the boat and upset it, then ap- 
peared to pull off the jersey of 
his 


bathing suit. 


The prosecution charge that Gibson 


rhoked the woman, pushed her over- 
board, jumped overboard from the op- 
posite side of the boat, upset it, and 
tore off his jersey to make it appear 
that he bad lost, a part of his suit in 
a struggle to save the woman. The 
defense is tbat the death of Mrs Szabo 
was an accident.

intended"to' show the connection of 
President William M. Wood of

American Woolen company with the 
alleged conspiracy to "plant" dyna- 
mite in Lawrence to discredit textile 
strikers during the industrial troubles 
of 1912, was introduced by the prose- 
cution at today's session trial of Mr. 
Wood, Frederick E. Atteaux and Den- 
nis J. Collins. 


Checks and vouchers, showing pay- 


ments to Mr. Atteaux by the Ameri- 
can Woolen company with Mr. Wood's 
approval, have been 
presented 
and 


District Attorney Joseph c. Pelletier 
endeavored to establish a relation be- 
tween these payments 
and the 
al- 
leged conspiracy. 


The three defendants are 
charged 


with, having conspired with John 
J. 


Breen and Ernest W. Pittman to place 
the dynamite. Collins and Breen have 
admitttd their 
participation, 
Breen 


declaring that Atteaux paid for 
the 


work and that Pittman, who commit- 
ted suicide with the beginning of the 
grand jury investigation, furnished the 
explosives. 


Corroboration of Breen's story of 
Pittman's part in the affair was fur- 
nished by William H. Rice, a quarry- 
man, 
but Breen's charges against At- 


teaux remained unsupported when the 
trial resumed. Wm. H. Dwelley, di- 
rector of the American Woolen com- 
pany, principal witness at 
Friday's 


session, was put on the stand today 
by the district attorney. 


Dwelley said that both the execu- 


tive committee and the board of di- 
rectors of the American Woolen com- 
pany should defray the expenses of 
President Wood's 
defense, 
but 
no 


payment on that account had yet been 
made. 


Vouchers bearing Mr. Woods' ap- 


proval and indicating other payments 
on March 22, 1912, on account of the 
strike were introduced. One showed 
that William M. Butler, former pros-' 
ident of the state senate and a well 
known lawyer and textile manufac- 
turer received $19,110, and Bowers and 
Hall, the law firm of which ex-Con- 
gressman Samuel L. Powers, one of 
Mr. Wood's counsel, is a member, re- 
ceived $10,905. 


The defense showed its hand 
for 


the first time today when it got into 
the records evidence that 
Frederick 


E. Atteaux, tho recipient of American 
Woolen company's checks was legiti- 
mately employed by the company'and 
was not as the state alleged, a co- 
conspirator with President 
William 


M. Wood and Dennis J. Collins in 
"planting" 
dynamite 
at 
Lawrence 


during the textile strike. 


Cross-examined 
by 
counsel for 


Wood, Treasurer Wm. IT. Dwelloy, jr., 
of the Woolen company, who on Fri- 
day testified to chocks given to At- 
teaux in consideration of 
"expenses 


incurred relative to tho strike," tes'ti- 
ficd that Atteaux acted as messenger 
liotween Wood and various agents of 
the company on perfectly proper mat- 
ters. 
Dwclley further testified 
that 


Atteaux did not wish to receive 
the 


reimbursement, bur it was forced up- 
on him by Wood, although ho had 
expressed a wish not to be under ob- 
ligation to the manufacturer. 


District Attorney Pellotior repeated- 


ly objected to this testimony but was 
overruled. When ho got a 'chance he 
asked the witness why his memory of 
the relations between Wood and At- 
teaux were so much better today than 
last Friday. Dwolloy replied that he 
would have told the whole slory under 
direct examination if be hart not been 
interrupted bv the prosecutor.

hours of encu dny swatting them and 
scolding tho children for leaving the 
door open, and we'll keep right on in 
tho same old way until frost comes. 
We have done it for years, and we can 
go on doing it for years to come, and 
a thousand years from now there will 
be just as many flics to swat as there 
are now unless we change our meth- 
ods.When we were children we wore 
taught that the fly was a harmless lit- 
tle creature, "nature's scavenger," nnr1 
therefore a friend to man. Even then 
we looked upon him with aversion 
when we found him swimming in our 
milk. 
But now that wo know his 


scavenging consists in collecting filtl 
nnd disease germs In our o-.ithousof 
and depositing them on our food ev- 
ery man's hand Is against him. Sci- 
ence has pronounced the death sen- 
tence upon him. and the only reason 
tbrtt his execution Is delayed Is be- 
cause there are so many of him.

B.r mak- 
ing the breeding plnco« Inhospitably 
rlenn nnd sanitary more can he no- 
compllsbed in a day than In n season 
of swatting the fly after it has once 
ooms into existence.

"STARVE THE FLY" IS 


FIGHTERS' SLOGAN. 


Chairman Edward Hatch, Jr.. of the 


American Civic association said during 
a convention in Baltimore, "The slo- 
gan 'swat the fly' should be ckanged to 
'starve the fly.' *' 


Mr. Hatch is right. Adults and chil- 


Iren may alike be banded in a crusade 
to kill as many flies as have the temer- 
ity to show themselves. 
But unless 


the breeding and feeding places of the 
insect that forgets to wipe its feet are 
broken up the campaign will be in 
vain—at least it will fall far short of 
success. 


The thing is a simple factor in the 


arithmetic of science and health. 
If 


there are no places for flies to feed, 
if there are no places for flies to breed, 
there will be no flies to kill. The new 
remedy has the virtue of getting right 
down to oases. The "swat" formula 
is only a palliative. 


The new warcry is an important onr- 


in that it touches the fundamentals of 
sanitation everywhere. England is al- 
most a fiyless country. And England 
gained that enviable reputation not so 
uiucb by swatting tbe fly as by taking 
the fly's meal ticket away from him 
find at the same issuing a close order 
•gainst the places in which it Is wont 
to breed. 


There is no good reason why any en- 


terprising town, county or state, jeal- 
ous of its health, should not follow a 
similar course 
It sounds spectacular 


to tell how many flies you have slaugh- 
tered during tbe course of a day. It is 
pleasant to have their scalps dangling, 
*o to speak, at your belt. But unless 
you have nullified Its means of sus- 
tenance and broken up Its homestead 
rights the few you have killed will 
be re-enforced by millions of others 
just as deadly and just as aggressive.

Hoovers gap, beyond Chattanooga, I 
witnessed an act which I regard no the 
bravest which ever came within my 
observation." 


General John T. Wilder of KnoxvllU- 


was spPiikliiR to a number of Indiana 
veterans who were looking upon the 
stalwart for-n of the valiant brigade 
commander with admiration. 


"It wan at Hoovers gap." reiterated 


the general, "and my old regiment, the 
Seventeenth Indiana, was fighting with 
the then modern weapons—Spencer rl 
ties 
One could fire abont eight shots 


with those where the old rifle, which 
most of the soldiers were armed with, 
would fire hardly more tbnn one shot 
That made it possible for my brigade 
to beat Longstreet back when he loom- 
ed up through the woods and struck us 
nt Chieknmauga on the second day 
and to do it with comparatively smalt 
loss Those rifles had a screw used In 
the mechanism, without which the rifle 
was valueless. 


"This soldier of the Seventeenth In 


fiann regiment had been mortally 
(vounded. Although in death agonies, 
he deliberately took the screw from 
his rifle and threw it away where no 
Confederate con Id find It 
Then he 


drew bis revolver and discharged it at 
the enemy, falling back lifeless as goon 
us the shots were speeding toward 
the enemy." 


On tbe famous field at Chlckamanga 


one of the most impressive of the nu- 
merous monuments Is to General Wil- 
dcr's brigade of Indiana and Illinois 
regiments.

WILSON SCENTS 
TARIFF LOBBY'S 


EARLY ACTIVITY 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Washington, 
May 26. — President 


Wilson told the White House corres- 
pondents today that he believed the 
most extraordinary lobby ever gath- 
ered by special interests to overcome 
legislation was now mustered at the 
capitol against the tariff bill. 


While the President believes that 
the "lobby" opposition is concentrated 
against free sugar and free wool he in 
not apprehenshe that it will be suc- 
cessful. 


The President made it clear that he 


believed scientific business methods 
and efliciency would overcome 
tariff 


cuts and that with the application of 
scientific methods Louisiana would not 
only be able to continue in the sugar 
Industry but do so profitably. 
President Wilson hopes this week to 


give definite expression to his views 
on currency 
reform. He plans to 


have a number of conference's 
wifh 


currency advocates in and out of con- 
gress and feels confident that a bill 
would be completed by the end of the 
week. He will express his views in a 
special message which probably will 
be seat to congress next week. 


Frank Samuels of Philadelphia told 
the sub-committee, presided over by 
Senator Stone, that at present prices 
for ferro-manganez ore, the fifteen 
per cent duty in the Underwood bill 
would be nearly 300 per cent higher 
than the present tariff rates. He urged 
reduction. 


Shoe manufacturers protested be- 


fore Senator Johnston's sub-committee 
against the "free shoe" provision. J. 
F. McElwain of Boston, declared Eng- 
lish shoes were made at a labor cost 
of 24 cents per pair less than Ameri- 
can shoes. 


Stanley King of Boston, urged that 


if the senate left boots and shoes on 
the free list it should take the duty 
off all material entering into their 
production.

Her children are such happy, 


hearty youngsters, while the children 
In this house are always cross.

III. How the Public Has Be en Converted to Short Ballot

to fulfillment through the people, Inatead of being 
"handed" to them. 
For this reason, tbe Short Ballot 


Organization did not begin to lobby «t the State capitols 
or to s«ek political support in any quarter, although in 
later stages of the campaign it became necessary for 
local organizations to do this. The headquarters in New 
York has been engaged from the start in preaching the 
gospel and trusting mostly to Providence that sensible 


people in every State, city and county will find the necessary means to get the 
principle enacted into law. The great and busy public U usually introduce* 
to the movement with the simple declaration that: 


"The Short Ballot principle Is: — 
"First—That only those offices should .be elective which are tm- 


portant enough to attract (and deserve) public examination." 


-Second—That very few offices should be filled by election at one 


time, so as to permit adequate and unconfnsed public examination of 
the candidates, and so as to facilitate the free and Intelligent making 
of original tickets by any voter for himself unaided by political 
specialists." 
No complicated "checks and balances," no clever mechanisms. Just a 


ver> few, but absolutely direct points of contact between the voter and his 
public servants, without any patent attachment—that, declared Woodrow 
Wilson, in a speech in Philadelphia, in support of the movement, "is the key to

It Warn Fired In Texas After Lee Had 


Surrendered. 


It is a generally accepted tradition 


In Texas at least thnt Captain S. H. 
Barton, in later years editor and own- 
er of the Del Rio Record, fired the last 
shot in the civil war. When tbe troops 
were leaving the battle ground at Palo 
Alto a soldier was shot at tbe cap- 
tain's side. The captain turned quick- 
ly and fired at a disappearing blue ob 
ject. 


It is a strange coincidence, too, that 


a soldier named Key, who claimed to 
ie a descendant of Marshal Ney. who 
red the last shot at the Cossacks in 
the war between France and Russia, 
was a witness to this incident 


The story of that last battle, -which 


was fought on the 13th day of May. 
SC5, after the war was ended and 
>eace declared, has escaped the atten 
ion that it merits, for it was an affair 
of no little importance. 


General Egbert Brown, who died at 


West Plains. Mo., many years later 
was in command of the Federal troops 
in southern Texas, and he was doubt 
less well informed concerning the ter 
tniuation of hostilities. General J. E 
Slaughter, who commanded the Con 
federate troops encamped at Brazos 
Santiago, hnd heard rumors of the sur- 
render of the armies commanded by 
Lee, Johnston and other generals, but 
be had received no official notice 01 
these facts from the war department 
General Brown, under a flag of truce 
informed the Confederates of the state 
of affairs about Washington and Rich 
mond, at the same time inviting them 
to come in and lay down their arms 
as the war was entirely over. 


General Slaughter refused to act in 


an affair of such importance until h 
was better informed. Thereupon Colo 
nel Barrett, at the head of a consider 
able force, was dispatched to break u 
the rebel camp. 
A hot battle ensued, 


and, 
curiously enough, most of the 


fighting was done on the old field of 
Palo Alto, where Taylor achieved a 
victory over the Mexicans nearly twen- 
ty years before. The French soldiers 
encamped on the southern shore of the 
Rio Grande were in sympathy with 
the southerners, and they kept General 
Slaughter and Colonel Rip Ford posted 
as to the movements of the Federal 
troops. 
Several spirited engagements 


occurred, and the loss sustained by 
some of the negro regiments must 
have been severe. 
While the battle 


raged tbe Confederates were frequent- 
ly informed by some bold cavalrymen 
in blue that the war was over. One 
daring fellow shouted- "Lee surren 
dered » month :IRO! The war is ended 
Why doti t you fro home'/" 


When the encasement was hottest 


General Slaughter received dispatches 


the whole question of the restoration of government by the people." Elabor- 
uting somewhat, he said:—"The salient principles of the Short Ballot system 


•e first, a governing body as small as is consistent with efficiency; second, 
full administrative responsibility lodged in that body; third, the election 


of that body by voters who are given only one. or at most two, persons to 
-elect for candidates and to vote for as officers." In January, 1910, he pub- 
lished a complete exposition of the whole theme in a magazine article which 
he called "Hide and Seek Politics," in the course of which he declared: — 


"The Short Ballot is the open way by which we can return to representa- 


tive government. It has turned out that the methods of organization which 
lead to efficiency in government are also the methods which give the people 
control 
The busy owners is more effectually in control if he appoints a 


capable superintendent and holds him responsible for the conduct of the busi- 
ness than he would be if he undertook himself to choose all the subordinate 
*.gents and workmen and superintend both them and the superintendent; and 
the business is also better conducted-incomparably better conducted. What 
the voters of the country are now attempting is not only Impossible, hut also 
undesirable If we desire good government. Such a charter as that of the 
citv of New York, for example, is a mere system of obscurity and of in- 
efficiency 
It disperses responsibility, multiplies elective offices beyond all 


.eason of necessity, and makes both of the government itself and of its con- 
trol bv the voters a game of hide-and-seek in a labyrinth. Nothing could have 
been devised better suited to the uses of the professional politician, nothing 
susceptible of being more perfectly articulated with the nominating machine. 
AS a means of popular government, it is not worth the bother and expense of 


an election." 


Swiftly the truth of these doctrines has been impressing itself upon the 


thinking people of the country. All but a mere handful of the editors of the 


city newspapers have come out readily for the principle; some of them 
to "it again and again. Colleges and universities and high schools, over 


-"in number, have made it a special subject of instruction in their class

Two years slipped by from the launching of this idea. In the spring of 


1919 the Short Ballot was head over heels in politics. This was partly due 
to Colonel Roosevelt, who put his influence behind it to his address before 
the Ohio constitutional convention.

Civil War Veteran, 


In Active Service

EMORIAL DAY, 1013, sees but 


one Uulon oUlcer wbo fought 
during the rebellion now on 
the active list of the United 


States army. 
That one is Colonel 


John L. Clem, famous during the civil 
war as tbe "Drummer Boy of Chlcka- 
uuauga." Colonel Clem obtained the 
unique position be DOW holds among 
veterans with tbe retirement of Major 
Daniel W. Arnold nearly a year ago. 


Colonel Clem served as musician of 


Company C, Twenty-second Michigan 
Infantry, from May 1, 1803. to Sept. 
10,-1804. He entered the regular army 
as a second lieutenant of the Twenty- 
fourth infantry in December, 1871. 
He is a native of Ohio, born on Aug. 
13, 1851. He still baa more than two 
years to serve on tbe active list. 


The colonel was seized by the war 


fever before be bad finished his tenth 
year. He begged to go to the front as 
a drummer boy witb a regiment pass- 
ing through bis native town of New- 
art, O. On account of bis youtb be 
was rejected, but he was determined 
nnd followed tbe troops to Cincinnati, 
where he offered himself to tbe Twen- 
ty-second Michigan regiment, only to 
be declined again. But he persevered 
and was allowed to accompany the 
regiment in its subsequent movements 
till be found himself at Shiloh witb 
Grant 


On this field bis drum was smashed 


by a piece of shell. But it was at 
Chickamauga that he won the sobri- 
quet of the "Drummer Boy of Chicka- 
mauga." 
In the summer of 1803 he 


bad been allowed to exchange his drum 
for a musket, shortened especially for

his use, for in his own words be did 
not like to stand find be shot at with- 
out being able to shoot back. 


He blazed away like a veteran. At 


the close of the day. when the army 
was falling back on Chattanooga, his 
brigade was surrounded, and a demand 
was made for Its surrender. 
Johnny 


did not fall back as quickly as the rest, 
and a Confederate colonel, having 
summoned him to surrender, came for- 
ward witb drawn sword and used lan- 
guage that the little soldier resented. 


Tbe boy raised his musket, shot the 


colonel nnd then fell as though shot 
himself. Here he lay till dark, when 
he managed to rejoin bis comrades 
His exploit, being recorded in the pa- 
pers, gave his family the first knowl- 
edge of bis whereabouts. 


For bis gallantry General Rosecrans 


made Clem a sergeant and attached 
him to the Army of the Cumberland. 
After being captured and exchanged 
he was attached to the staff of General 
Thomas, whose firm inend he remain- 
ed until Thomas' death. He fought at 
Shllob, Perryvllle, Resaca, Kenesaw, 
Peach Tree Creek, Atlanta and Nash 
ville. Since the war he has had vari- 
ous posts and was In tbe Philippines 
for some time. 


There is an Interesting story told of 


the way Colonel Clem got into the reg- 
ular army. In the early davs of Gen- 
eral Grant's first term as president 
Clem, without aid. gabled an audi- 
ence. 


"What can I do for you?" aaked the 
president 


"Mr. Presdent" said Clem, "I wish 


to ask you for an order admitting me 
to West Poiut" 


"But why," said tbe president, "do 


you not take the examinations?" 


"I did. Mr. President, but I failed to 
pass " 


"That was unfortunate." said the 


president 
"How was that?" 


"Why, Mr. President you see I was 


in tbe war. and while I was there 
these other boys of my age were in 
nchool " 


"Whnt," exclaimed tbe president— 


"you were In the war?" 


"Yes, Mr. President" said Clem, who 


was now scarcely eighteen; "I was Id 
the war four years." 


Then he related his experiences, aft- 


or \v hloh the president wrote a note 
nnd told him to teikr it to the secretary 
of war 
Clem thought it was an order 


to admit him to West Point but in- 
tend It directed the secretary of war 
to make him a second lieutenant In tbe 
regular army.

CANCER STUDY AT HARVARD. 


A Special Investigation of the Effect of 


Radium to Be Made. 


Cambridge, Mass. — The 
effect of 


radium in the treatment of cancer is to 
be made the subject of a special inves- 
tigation under the direction of Dft Wil- 
liam Dnane at the Harvard medical 
school. 


For the present the experiments will 


be conducted in the Collis P. Hunting- 
ton building, but as soon as possible a 
special building is to be constructed 
adjoining the medical school and de- 
voted entirely to the work of radium 
investigation. 


Dr. Dunne has studied in the labora- 


tory of Mme. Curie, the discoverer of 
radium, .and has been in touch also 
•with the work of the Radium institute 
in London. The investigation is to be 
made under the supervision of the can- 
cer commission of Harvard. Dr. E. E. 
Tyzzee, director of the commission, 
>;iys that a group of investigators ia 
being assembled to attack the problem 
of cancer treatment from various points 
of \ lew.

The Impulse from the Distance 


O you know these words of Matthew Arnold, and do you not thini 


them inspiring to dwell upon? 


"An impulse from the distance 


Of his deepest, best existence." 


taven't you often felt that impulse? 
Have you always obeyed it? 
Alas! most of us must answer in the negative. And that is when we- 


make our first swerve from the right path. 
We feel the impulse. We 


see the vision. But we do not obey. We fall to follow. 


In days gone by, when we felt these impulses, when we caught for 


an instant the gleam, we doubted what we had received, what we had 
seen. We were apt to put such things aside as notions or fancies, without 
substance or reality. 


But today science is probing Into the unseen. And we are beginning 


to learn there is a world all about us, unknown to the physical senses, 
but nevertheless real and having its influence upon us. And it is from this 
realm our impulse comes; this is the realm of our deepest, best existence, 
the realm of our real self, tbat spirit self of ours that has nothing to do 
svith flesh and blood and bone. And this spirit self is part ot the spirit 
universe, the eternal verities of existence. And the impulse that comes 
from this source should be heeded. 


But some will say, "I have an Impulse to do wrong as well as right."

Finance Committee's Changes 


May Be Disregarded. 


MARSHALL MAY DECIDE IT, 


Vice President's Ballot May Be Needed 


to Pass Measure—Farmers' Unions 
Try to Draw Senators From Caucus 
Pledges—Senator Burton Sees Busi- 
ness Dislocation. 


Washington.—As soon as the Umlor- 


,vood tariff bill reaches the senate it is 
planned to bring it forward for con- 
sideration without delay. 
Democratic 


leaders are sanguine that they will he 
able to put the measure' through the 
senate iu practically the same shape 
as it comes from the house, and this 
in spite of the opposition of Demo- 
cratic senators from sugar growing 
and wool growing states, who object 
to the provisions taking the protective 
duties from these products. 


There are ten Democrats and seven 


Republicans on the senate finance com- 
mittee, which will handle the Under- 
wood bill in the interim between its 
passage by the house and its consider- 
ation by the senate. Joined by two 
Democrats the seven Republicans on 
the finance committee would be able to 
amend the house bill with respect to 
sugar aud wool, and there is a conri- 
deut feeling among those interested in 
having the house rates on these prod- 
ucts changed that the two Democratic 
votes will be forthcoming, with a pos- 
sibility of three Democrats joining the 
Republicans iu voting to prevent sugar 
from going ou the free list at the end 
of the three year period provided for 
in the Underwood bill. 


But whatever the action of the com- 


mittee on finance, the majority leaders

Dr. Holloway said in part: 
Mr. Holloway chose as his text, 


Proverbs 22, 22:23: "Rob not the 
poor, because he is poor: 
neither 


oppress the afflicted in the gate. 
For the Lord will plead their cause, 
and spoil the soul of those that spoil 
them." 


On behalf of Plymouth congrega- 


tion I greet you, our guests on this 
occasion—veterans of the Civil War, 
we hold you in reveren-ce. 
To the 
Woman's Relief Corps, we present 
our most respectful salutations; we 
recognize the honor you have done 
us to be present. In war you have 
advanced the heroic page with the 
names of Florence Nightengale, of 
Dorothea Dix, of Eliza Potter, of 
Clara Barton, of Annice Wittenmey- 
er, of the Woolsey sisters, of Mary 
Livermore—these are among scores 
who have made illustrious the work 
of woman in the field and hospital. 
But just as noble have been those of 
of your sex whose fathers, husbands, 
brothers and sons left all behind to 
respond to the trembling Nation's 
call for help. 
These 
women 
re- 


mained at home to keep 
up 
the 


farm, the shop, the store—to care 
for children; to weep alone and pray 
alone and suffer alone when night 
winds sang the requiem of death. 


To the Sons of Veterans we offer 


welcome. 
Yours is a splendid an- 
cestry; may yours be the glory of 
keeping their memories unsullied. 


To the 
Spanish-American War 
Veterans, we pay our tribute of high 
respect. On the top and on the bot- 
tom of the planet your guns have 
rung forth a message of liberty for 
the captive. Your lives for "the oth- 
er fellow"—what the veterans of the 
Civil War won and bequeathed to 
us, yours has been the privilege to 
share with the helpless peoples 
of 
the islands of the seas. 


To the others of our guests, we 


extend a hearty welcome. The prin- 
ciples of civil and religious liberty 
you cherish, are those which brought 
the Pilgrim and Puritan and Hugue- 
not to these hospitable shores. We 
unite with you in the prayer— 


"Long may our land be bright 
With freedom's holy light; 
Protect us by Thy might, 
Great God, our King." 


My text is the pledge of the great 


God in behalf of the oppressed: "For 
thp Lord will plead their cause and 
spoil the soul of those that spoil 
them." 


It is fitting at this time to consider 


how God providentially used 
the 


Civil War to contribute certain val- 
uable aids, benefits, reinforcements 
to the onward march of civil and re- 
ligious liberty. 
I 
shall 
mention 


three of these contributions:First— 
the abolition" of slavery; Second— 
vindication of the principle of pop- 
ular sovereignty; and 
third—The 


quality of hanhood the war wrought 
out for our emulation. 


First—-The Abolition of Slavery: 


The Civil War gave the death blow 
on the American continent to the 
doctrine that a man may have a 
property right in another man. 
It 


abolished human1 slavery as an in- 
stitution to be sanctioned and pro- 
tected 
by 
Anglo-Saxon, American 


civilization. 


Farther back than the day when 


his brethren sold Joseph into Egypt, 
the Great Pyramid invited thp won- 
derinc; visitor to that ancient nation 
to takp note of a monument to a 
king who considered the sacrifice of 
a hundred thousand human lives a 
small price to pay for its erection 


This is but a small page in the 


pver-movins drama of antiquity. No 
man can estimate the misery, the 
cost irr human life which the institu- 
tions and wonders of the buried past 
and living 
present 
have 
exacted. 


They flatter the power that called 
them into being; they, likewise, tell 
thp tragic story of a slave. 


But all things must come to an 


end except thp laws of God. In the 
codp of that regnant Ruler of \is all, 
thpre is a law forbidding the main- 
tpnance of a nuisance. 
This law is 


universal in its application. It PX- 
cepta nothing. 
Tt excludes nobody. 


Its execution is not always set into 
swift motion. Nevertheless, it is in- 
exorable. 
The 
penalty 
is 
death. 


When Vattel 
wrote 
his Law of 


Nations, a hundred and fifty years 
ago, 
it had become air international 


crime to sell a prisoner of war into 
slavery. 
Vattel was a white man. 


Yet it remained for a yellow 
race, 


only eight years ago, to teach the 
white man how to treat a prisoner 
of war with intelligent magnanimity. 
One hundred and thirty years ago. 
the courts of England and Scotland 
hold that rco man, white, black or 


any other color, was tho subject of 
property. 
Yet less than sixty years 
ago. Chief Justice Taney, speaking 
for a majority of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, used up 27,000 
words to instruct us that, under the 
law of the land, Dred Scott, the 
negro slave, had no standing in a 
United States court to show that he 
was legally entitled to freedom. 
That decision drove the Anglo-Saxon 
of the new republic squarely 
into 


collison with God's unrevoked law 
forbidding nuisances. 


Slavery was a nuisance. It was an 


obstruction to universal order. Sud- 
denly, as though the volcanic depths 
of hell had upburst, tempestuous war 
swept down the rivers to the seas. 
The nation's nostrils 
were 
stifled 


with the sulphurous smoke of bat- 
tle. 
Brother tore out the heart of 


brother. 
Limpid streams burst their 


banks into rivers of blood. 
Plow- 


shares were melted 
into 
muskets 


and prunning hooks into bayonets. 
Wives were widowed, children or- 
phaned, mothers bereft, homes des- 
olated, sanctuaries profaned, school 
houses destroyed, communities de- 
populated — everywhere, 
through 
everything, the wild, shrieking flame 
of war flew with its crimson ban- 
ner of devastation and death. 
A 


million men have paid the penalty, 
in some form, for that violation of 
God's law. 


In vindication of the principle of 
popular sovereignty 
Mr. Holloway 


cited three illustrations: 
the 
sup- 


pression of the rebellion, the peace- 
ful dissolution of the Union armies 
at the close of the war without ex- 
hibiting spectacles like Roman tri- 
umphs, and the failure of the im- 
peachment 
proceedings 
against 
President Andrew Johnson. 


Of the manhood wrought out by 
the Civil War 
referred 
to, 
those 


whose honors have been won in the 
ranks of peace after being chastened 
in the harsh discipline of war, men- 
tioning-, among others, "Private Joe 
Fifer, late governor of Illinois, Mc- 
Kinley, 
Associate 
Justice 
Oliver 


Wendell Holmes, jr., of the United 
States Supreme Court, Chaplain Mc- 
Cabe, Bishop David H. Moore and 
Archbishop Ireland. 
The preacher 


also paid a high tribute to the valor 
and noble characters 
of 
Southern 


heroes, and closed with a eulogy of 
Lincoln and the prayer 
that there 


would be no missing ones of those 
present " when the roll is called up 
yonder."

Jonathan Wild, Founder of the 


"Thief Trust" 


J 


ONA THAN 


WI L D wan 
a thief who 
never stole, a 


business man with, 
no legitimate busi- 
ness, a scoundrel 
who helped 
the 


law, and a man of 
the law who help- 
ed scoundrels. He 
was founder of one - 
of the queerest monopoly on record— 
a "Thief Trust." 


Wild was born in 1682. He was a Bir- 


mingham buckle-maker by trade and 
came to London as a young man to im- 
prove his fortune. 
A life of dissipa- 


tion quickly landed him in prison for 
debt. There he stayed four years, be- 
coming acquainted with almost every 
thief in London and gaining a strong 
influence over most of them. 
By the 


time be had scraped together enough 
money 
to 
buy 
his 
freedom he 


had 
already 
outlined 
his 
fu- 


ture career. He saw that 
crooks 


never really succeed in life. 
So he 


decided to stay "technically" honest, 
and to profit by others' crimes. Rent- 
ing a low waterside tavern, he made 
friends with, more outcasts and at last 
had a large enough following to take 
up the profession he had planned. 


Calling to him a number of notori- 


ous thieves, Wild made them a lit- 
tle speech. He explained that the 
new laws had made life hard for rob- 
bers. Theft was not only a "hanging of- 
fense," but the receivers of 
stolen 


goods were so closely watched that 
they dared not do business. 
So be 


suggested an improvement on the old 
methods. Any one committing a theft 
was to come at once to Wild and tell 
all about it. Wild in turn was to get 
to the person robbed, and, on the lat- 
ter's promise to ask no questions, was 
to offer to return the stolen articles— 
In payment of a substantial reward. 
This reward he would give to the thief 
In exchange for the plunder, keeping 
one-third of the money as his own com- 
mission. 


It was a simple arrangement. Tho 


victim would get back his property 
by paying a certain sum; the thieves 
would make more money than by deal- 
ing with 
regular 
"receivers" 
or 


"fences." 
Wild, with no danger to 


himself, would reap a tidy commission 
on every robbery. 


From the first his business prosper- 


ed. He himself stole nothing, nor did 
he in any way come within reach of 
the law. A house, for instance, would 
be robbed of $2,000 worth of valuables. 
Wild would go to the owner and tell 
him that for $600 he would find the 
lost goods. 
The money was paid and 


the goods were returned. Wild clear- 
Ing $200 on the deal. The work was 
profitable to him and to the thieves 
alike. By the world at large he was 
regarded as a shrewd detective, who 
was singularly fortunate in tracing 
lost property. 
Most people weregla4 


enough to get back their belongings 
without Insisting on the thief's 
ar- 


rest 
Wild grew rich, bought a big 


house and was highly respected. 
He 


even added smuggling as a "side line" 
to his business. 


He managed to get thieves wholly In 


his power by hunting up evidence 
which (should he place it in the hands 
of the law) would hang them. By hold- 
Ing this threat over their heads, Wild 
made the great army of crooks give 
him slavish obedience and deal exclu- 
sively with him. 
It was a regular 


"Trust." 
Once in awhile some stub- 


born rogue would disobey an order 
or would refuse to dispose of his booty 
through the trust's agency. Then Wild, 
as a reputable citizen, would lay his 
evidence before the police and would 
ielp personally in the capture. Some- 
times these arrested slaves of his 
would turn on him. His body, in fact, 
was covered with wounds, and in one 
tussle his skull was fractured. But 
these cases of rebellion were uncom- 
mon. 


Robbery throve as never before. At 


last parliament was forced to pass a 
law making it a felony for any one 
to take money on pretense of restor- 
ing stolen goods unless he should also 
produce the thief. 
Wild 
was 
rich 


enough to have retired, but the spirit 
of graft was too strong for him. Hith- 
erto he had been on the right side of 
the law. Now he found himself on the 
wrong side of it. 
He continued to 


wring thieves' ill-earned money from 
them and to betray such as failed to 
follow his orders. At last, in 1725, he 
was arrested, tried, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 


As the hangman's cart bore him to 


Tyburn (London's placo of execution) 
the crowd mobbed hljn, yelling "Ju- 
das!" and stoning the trembling old 
rascal, leaving little work for the ex- 
ecutioner to do when the cart at last 
reached Tyburn.

The basis of all 
these ware is seltishness, and so long 
as selfishness continues, -war will con- 
tinue. Success will mean prosperity. 
Failure will mean oppression. 


Various Kind* of War. 


You see that I am not limiting war- 


fare to naval engagements, nor to bat- 
tles fought with guns and swords and

a refusal to tight land every nation iu 
less than a year? 


There is no conflict between this par- 


ticular and common-sense view of the 
matter and the teachings of our Mas- 
ter, said the Pastor. Our Master was 
not addressing nations, but individuals, 
when He directed that he who is smit- 
ten on the one cheek should tnrn the 
Other, find be non-resistant 
The in- 


stnrnions of Jesus were wholly and 
?o>!y i'lttvided for His disciples, His 
followers. 
And they were instructed 


that they should come out from the 
world and be separate—a new nation, 
a holy nation. They were to expect to 
suffer persecution, even as did their 
Teacher. They had His personal prom- 
ise that if they would thus suffer with 
Ilm for righteousness" sake, their re- 
gard would be by and by in the King- 
lorn—then they should sit with Him in 
His Throne. 


Jesus gave His followers no assur- 


ince that a peace policy would be suc- 
cessful and bring them earthly pros- 
perity. 
Quite to "the contrary, the 


5cripturo>s declare that whosoever will 
Ire godly shall suffer persecution—yes, 
mist expect to endure persecution, in 
order to thereby have his loyalty to 
God demonstrated prior to his accept- 
ance to the Throne of his Redeemer. 


If any man will be My disciple, let 
him deny himself and take Tip his cross 
and follow Me."—Matthew 16:24. 


The Beatitudes Not For Nations. 
When Jesus said. "Blessed are the 


peacemakers: for they shall be called 
the children of God." He was not ad- 
dressing nations, but Individuals—a 
special class of individuals—those who 
would become His disciples by a full 
renouncement of all earthly interests. 
The Redeemer's declaration respecting 
nations was the very reverse of His 
statement respecting His followers. 
He declared. "Nation shall rise against 
nation." and there shall be wars.—Mat- 
thew 24-0. 7. 


I fear that I shall be misunderstood. 


said the Pastor, but there is so much 
ronfiiMou upon the subject that the 
Truth needs to be stated plainly. And 
I know of no place more appropriate 
for Its statement than in this capital 
of the most peace-loving nation on 
earth—next to China. 


The truth is that war is not the dis- 


ease, but merely a symptom of tho 
disease in the body politic and in the 
affairs of earth. So long as the disease 
continues, its outward manifestation, 
war, is bound to continue. Need I say 
to you that the disease to which I re- 
fer is sin? Sin and war are insepara- 
ble. 
There wonld be only two ways 


of inhibiting war:

It is pro- 


fessedly training for a great conflict or 
battle. The battle is on. and It already 
has •won some victories, and declares 
that its warfare against oppressors of 
every kind is only commencing. 


The dull and stupid and Ignorant of 


a century ago, by free schools and ed 
ucational advantages, have become 
keen-eyed and keen-witted, and alert 
to grasp every possible advantage. 
Moreover, for a quarter of a century 
our great colleges have been under- 
mining faith in the inspiration of the 
Bible, and their influence has extended 
finally to the masses. These are now 
declaring their doubts respecting a fu- 
ture life, and their determination that 
they will grasp at the earliest possible 
moment the opportunities of the pres- 
ent life, that they may share in the 
luxuries of the rich and make them 
common to all. If their program be 
half carried out. it means the most 
dreadful 
war ever known in the 


world's history. The Bible describes 
it as "a time of trouble such as never 
was since there was a nation."—Dan 
iel 12:1. 
Since the spirit of war is the spirit o 


selfishness in action, It corroborate: 
the thought that the world was neve: 
more strifeful than at present, nevei 
more on the alert for self-gratification 
and although enjoying blessings be 
yond the dreams of any other day, dls 
content is more general than ever be- 
fore and Is goading mankind on ware 
with increasing speed to the greates 
of all conflicts. 


So long as money has its value am 


political combinations can hold control, 
the social structure will remain intact 
and exercise itself, nation against na- 
tion, through fleets and armies. 
But 


as soon as the political and financial 
powers begin to crumble, the warfare 
will become anarchy, which the Scrip- 
tures describe as "every man's hand 
against his neighbor."

has permitted the storms and floods, 
earthquakes, pestilences and famines. 
The full and satisfactory understand- 
ing of these matters Is Intended to be 
granted by the Lord only to His faith

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Only a smile of sympathetic pity 


greets the proposal of well-intentioned 
peace men, such as Andrew Carnegie.

Not of good-will, but of neces- 
sity, have come many of the reforms of 
our day. They are concessions wisely 
made. They will doubtless be follow- 
ed by ptlll greater confessions, which 
also will be wise; yet all the conces- 
sions that ran be made will not satisfy 
the appetite of the growing discontent 
Each concession of the favored classes 
to the masses is like throwing food to 
a pursuing pack of hungry wolves. 
They stop to devour the advantage, but 
ha\e their appetites thereby whetted 
for more.
